The letter did not 


spread here that Stassen would 
be fired or eased out as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's disarmament 
adviser, 
Secretary James C. Hagerty said 
he knew of no plans for Stassen 
to leave the Government. 
The text of the letter: 


“Thank you for your forth- | 


right message. I am sincerely 
trying to save your seats from 
a serious danger posed by an 
avoidable weakness and to win 
a Republican majority in Con- 
gress instead of the minority 
position in which you now find 
yourselves. 

“Il am steadfastly endeavoring 
to place the superb leadership 
of President Eisenhower for 
peace in the strongest possible 
position for November rather 
than have it under a handicap 
in the election. My action would 
not have been necessary if the 
national chairman had not en- 
deavored to foreclose the choice 
of the delegates before they 
met, contrary to Republican 
tradition and wise practice. 


‘May I respectfully suggest | 


that if you will consult with 
your constituents between now 
and the Republican national | 
convention I believe you will be | 
convinced that the best way to 
prepare our Republican party 
for the November election and 
for the next four years 
nominate an Eisenhower-Herter 
ticket. I continue to hope that 
after a thoughtful review Vice 
President Nixon will help 
bring about the nomination of 
Governor Chris Herter for Vice

$500,000 in the check manipula- 
tions in his office and said he 
spent the money on high living 
expenses, politics and bad in- 
vestments, George P. Coutra- 
kon, Sangamon county state's 
attorney, said today. 

The prosecutor said Hodge 
made these admissions to him 
in eight hours of questioning 
last week when Hodge said he 
would “tell all” he knew about 
the scandal in his office. A 
county grand jury here yester- 
day returned 46 indictments 
against him, charging embezzle- 
ment, forgery and confidence 
game, involving almost $650,000. 

In the summary of the ques- 
tioning, Coutrakon said Hodge 
admitted that he personally 
forged indorsements on six state 
warrants, or checks cashed in 
May 1955 for a total of $80,260. 
The former Republican leader 
said he did not know who made 
typewritten indorsements on 
other checks involved. 

Tries to Absolve Two. 

Hodge said he took “100 per 


cent" of the responsibility for 
the scandal and in the state, 
ment to Coutrakon added: “I 
want to absolve Edward A 


Hintz and Edward A. Epping.” 

Epping was Hodge's executive 
assistant in the auditor's office 
and Hintz is the resigned presi- 
dent of the Southmoor Bank & 
Trust Co. of Chicago where 
Hodge said all of the question- 
able checks were cashed. Ep- 
ping, Hintz and Hodge have 
been indicted by a federal grand 
jury in Chicago on charges of 
conspiring to mishandle feder- 
ally insured funds, totaling 
$875,666 

Coutrakon pointed out that 
Hodge's statement was full of 
contradictions. At one point he 
told the prosecutor, “I did not 
handle the details, never had 
the checks in my hands, never 
had any vouchers in my hands.” 

At another point in the ques- 
tioning, Hodge said the hand- 
writing in the indorsements of 
six of the checks was his. 

Didn't Belong to Him. 

Coutrakon’s version of one 
phase of the questioning was as 
follows: 

“Did you get the

Democratic Leader Johnson 
of Texas won unanimous con- 
sent for the Senate to take up

debate. 

The appropriations bill, passed 
by the House last night, was 
described by Johnson as the | 
last major legislation, other | 
than conference reports, requir- | 
ing action before adjournment. | 

Senate rules require appro- | 
priation bills to lie before ome | 
Senate for three days, but | 
Johnson got consent to waive | 
this rule. 

The speedup raised a possi- 
bility the present session of 
Congress could come to an end 
tomorrow. Johnson told re- 
porters he would not predict. 
Republican Leader Knowland of 
California sai dhe expected the | 
session to end Saturday, or | 
possibly Friday. 

$369,500,000 Increase. 

As it came to the Senate 
floor, the appropriations bill 
carries $369,500,000 more than 
the House voted. The Senate 
Appropriations Committee re- 
ported out the measure follow- 
ing the House action. 

It carried $1,941,895,000 as it 
passed the House. The Senate 
committee added numerous 
items sent to the Capitol by 
President Eisenhower at the 
last minute. 

The bulk of the money in the 
supplemental bill is for the 
Atomic Energy Commission.

Wallenberg had gone to Bu- 
dapest at the request of the 
United States War Refugee 
Board to supply persecuted 
Jews with safe conduct passes 
to Sweden. He was not a Jew 
himself 

Wallenberg, then 33 years 
old, was a natural choice for 
the job. He had his offices in 
the same building as the 
American legation in Stockholm 
‘and as manager of the foreign 
department of an export firm 
and as a citizen of a neutral 
country, he could travel freely 
throughout Europe in wartime 

To make his mission possible. 
the Swedish government gave 
his diplomatic status. 

In 100 days in Budapest 
working with the Swedish Red 
Cross, he managed to distribute 
food and clothing, evacuate 
children to Switzerland and 
send some 12,000 Jews to Swe-

Pennsylvania Railroad Si- 
lent on Reported Plan 
for Fare Increases, 


a _— 


NEW YORK, July 24 (AP)— 
The Pennsylvania Railroad to- 
day denied reports taat it was 
preparing to scuttle its first- 
class passenger business as a 
means of cutting down passen- 
ger deficits. 

Both the Pennsylvania and 
the New York Central had been 
reported in the New York 
Times today as ready to ask 
for hefty bosts .in first-class 
fares, perhaps as much as 50 
per cent. This would price 
Pullman rail travel far above 
first-class air travel and would 
have the effect of relinquish- 
ing first-class traffic to the air- 
lines. 

An unidentified railroad ex- 
ecutive was quoted by the Times 
as saying the purpose of this 
plan is “to try to dry up the 


Pullman service and switch the. 


passengers over to the coach 
and airplane.” 

Today's Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road statement said this was 
“not factual, misleading and an 
unjustified deduction.” There 
was no immediate comment 
from the New York Central. 

The Pennsylvania statement 
added: 

“We deny that we have any 
fear of price increases injuring 
the passenger business. We 
have a billion dollars invested 
in passenger facilities and last 
vear our gross on passenger 
service was $170,000,000. 

“We are buying new passen- 
ger equipment and, of course, 
last month we put the Keystone 
(a lightweight train) in service. 
We are exploring the possibility 
of reducing passenger ex- 
penses.” 

The railroad declined to say 


whether it was preparing to 
seek new fare increases. The 
railroad’s satement said, how- 


ever, any increase would not be 
designed to eliminate traffic 
Both the Pennsylvania and 
New York Central have been 
suffering heavy losses in pas- 
senger business when a full 
share of maintenance and over- 
head costs are charged against 
it. . Passenger revenues, how- 
ever, have boosted the total rev- 
enues of both lines and carry 
at least a portion of mainte- 
nance and overhead expenses. 
On the full-cost basis of ac- 
counting required by the Inter- 
state Commerce “ommission, 
the Pennsylvania last year lost 
nearly $50,000,000 in passenger 


operations that accounted for 
about 13 per cent of the na- 
tion's rail passenger business 
On the same basis, the New 
York Central which handles 
about 12 per cent of all rail 
passenger traffic, lost nearly 


$38.000.000.

Historic Decision. 


The march of the four years 
tince 1952 and the Chicago con- 
yention, where Gen. Eisenhow- 
er was nominated over the late 
Kenator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
has been a long march, indeed 
The decision of Chicago was 
historic. It marked the fourth 
ronsecutive rejection—and thus 
p rejection of great cumulative 
fjorce—by the Republicans gen- 
erally of the wishes of the Old 
Guard so far as the presiden- 


lial nomination was concerned 

The effect was to break the 
power nationally of that wing, 
nat least for the four years that 
have followed. And though that 
wing has retained in Congress 
its essential dominance over the 


Eisenhower section of the par- 
tv. it has been - progressively 
Isolated by the President's per- 
sonal popularity 

It is now more tractable, in re- 
spect to him, than it has ever 
been. This is in large measure 
due to the simple fact that the 
Republicans — all kinds of Re- 
publicans — have regarded an 
Eisenhower ticket as essential 
to a Republican victory, includ- 
ing a Republican congressional 
victory if one is in fact to be 
obtained 

Thus, though it would be pre- 
mature to report that Mr. 
Eisenhower had remade the Re- 
publican party, it is obviously 
true that he has recast its pub- 
lic image and greatly altered 
its public tone. 

Intellectual Blockade. 


This has been accomplished, 
as has been true of so many 
matters involving the President, 
not by frontal attacks by the 
Eisenhower - Republican wing 
against the old Republican right 
wing. It has been accomplished 
by what might be called a tactic 
of envelopment and intellectual 
blockade of the right wing in 
which the general run of con- 
gressional Democrats have been 
of immense value to the Presi- 
dent 

The President had more trou- 
ble on more grand issues, 
though less trouble on some 
relatively secondary issues, with 
the Republican Eighty - third 
Congress than he has had with 
the Democratic Eighty-fourth 


earlier Congress, 
wholly apart from the then 
harsh intra-Republican difficul- 
ty posed by Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy of Wisconsin, the 
President had to conduct impor-

heretofore had been in the com- 
mand of Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York. This was true of 
such figures as John Foster 
Dulles, the Secretary. of State, 
and the most active political 
member of the Cabinet, Attor- 
ney General Herbert Brownell 
Jr. 

However, three powerful posts 
in the Cabinet were given to, 
and remain held by, men ba- 
sically of the older Republican 
school The Secretary of the 
Treasury, George M. Humphrey, 
is the most authentic represent- 
ative of this school. To it also 
belong Charles E. Wilson, the 
Secretary of Defense, and Ezra 
Taft Benson, the Secretary of 
Agriculture 

Though none of 
was selected by Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s powerful orthodox op- 
ponent at Chicago in 1952, Sen- 
ator Taft, each represents to 
considerable degree the Taft 
view of government:

A Most Grave Decision. 


The President's philosophic 
rejection here on the concept 
of limited war, which might in 
some still distant afterlight be 
seen as one of the gravest he 
ever made, was by every sign 
highly popular with the country 
and with both parties generally. 

But to a mixed lot of par- 
tisans and mere onlookers he 
was felt not to have accepted 
the full logical implications of 
his policy. If we were to pre- 
sent ourselves as inherently 
against limited war, they asked, 
might not we be promoting the 
last alternative, unlimited war?

Not Intellectually Creative. 

He promised in the 1952 cam- 
paign to bring to Washington 
the best brains in the country, 
regardless of party affiliation 

It seems quite clear on de- 
tached observation that this has 
not been done. The “team” has 
been devoted and has worked 
with orderly mutuality. It has, 


however, in no sense been in- 
tellectually creative. 

Too, the President has on 
occasion exhibited an odd view 
toward the “team.” He has 
sometimes seemed to suggest 


that he felt apart from his own 
administration.

Multiple Ground Bursts. 

There are a number of rea- 
sons why the mortality range 
is so much greater than indi- 
cated in 1955 by Strauss. The 
most important is that multiple 
ground bursts were assumed in 
the Army and Air Force analy- 
ses 

The assumption is 
since the Strategic Air 
mand’s number one mission— 
knocking out Soviet air-atomic 
power—requires ground bursts 
on very large numbers of Soviet 
and satellite airfields and oth- 
er primary targets Multiple 
ground bursts would result in 
an over-lapping pattern of fall- 
out At a given distance from 
the point of explosion, the fall- 
out from one bomb might not 
be lethal. But the fall-out from 
a second bomb, or a third. or

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A Déplorable Rebuke 


The Senate, we are glad to see, has approved 
the investment of 4.1 billion dollars in mutual 
security for the current fiscal year. But it has 
done so with an amendment that comes mighty 
close to expressing a vote of “no confidence” in 
the handling of the overseas military assistance 
by the Eisenhower Administration. 

Picture the situation as it has developed: 

The upper chamber tis debating the amend- 
ment offered by Senator Knowland of Califor- 
nia, Republican Leader in the Senate, to cut 
off all mititary assistance for Yugoslavia. 
Speeches in the debate suggest that the vote 
may be close and so President Eisenhower sends 
a personal message to the Senators while the 
debate is in progress. 

President Eisenhower puts his case simply 
He urges the Senate to allow him to decide 
whether further military aid to Yugoslavia is 
justified. He argues against a legislative decree 
tying his hands, which is what the Knowland 
amendment amounts to. And he strongly asks 
the Senate to support him. 

’ _ . 

What does the Senate do? It rejects the Presi- 
dent's appeal 50 to 42. It forbids Yugoslavia any 
military assistance under the new foreign aid 
program. With only four of the 96 Senators not 
voting, the Republicans go against President 
Eisenhower, 26 to 19. The Democrats go against 
him, too, but by the narrow margin of 24 to 23. 
Republican support of the President could have 
prevented this act of repudiation. Since the 
G.O.P. absentees were Welker of Idaho and 
Potter of Michigan, the Republicans actually 
lined up 28 to 19 against the President 

This is twice deplorable. 

It is deplorable, first, because the vote shows 
the Senate willing to run the risk of driving 
neutral Yugoslavia definitely to the Kremlin's 
side. Can it be that the strategic location of 
Yugoslavia. in South Central Europe is not 
appreciated by the Senate’ Can it be that the 
Senators are not impressed that Yugoslavia is

At the root of the matter is the fact 
that the Government has prematurely 
abdicated to private industry the pri 
mary responsibility for building large 
power reactors 

The public is. given the impression 
of a massive attack toward industrial 
nuclear power carried forward by pri- 
vate industry. Let 
us examine the sit- 
uation more close- 
ly 

Unless the prob- 
lems relating to 


insurance and ex- 
emptions from the 
Public Utility Hold- 
ing Company Act 
are solved in a 
manner satisfactory 
to the Detroit Edi- 
son group, the pro}- 
ect is not likely to 
get beyond the ini 
tial stages 

North American Aviation plans to 
construct a reactor for the Consumers 
Public Power District of Nebraska are 
contingent upon obtaining satisfactory 
results from the operation of a small 
experimental reactor now under con- 
struction. 


Not Choice, But Necessity 


In my opinion, these results will not 
be known until 1958. Thus we are 
faced with a possible delay of two 
years before a decision is made wheth- 
er to construct this reactor. Moreover, 
there is a serious question whether a 
public power group can afford to take 
the financial risks inherent in this 
project. 

Yankee Atomic Electric Co.'s contract 
for a large reactor does not establish 
anv date for completion: neither does 
it provide any penalty for withdrawal 

Pennsylvania Power & Light has an- 
nounced its intention to build a reactor 
for operation in 1962. Construction is 
contingent on prior proof that construc- 
tion would be economically justified 
This contingency casts grave doubt on 
the projected completion date. 

The development of atomic electric 
power is not a matter of choice, but of 
necessity. Electric power is the very 
lifeblood of nations and the hope of the 
have-not countries. The upward trend 
in world population, the accelerated in- 
dustrialization of underdeveloped areas, 
and the growing per capita utilization 
of energy, all imply increasing require- 
ments for electric power 

There is a limit on the amount of 
conventional fuels which will be avail- 
able. Nuclear fuels will be required. 


Fk agland’s Favorable Pesition 


Already in certain areas abroad fuel 
shortages are beginning to appear, no- 
tably among the highly industrialized 
nations of Western Europe and in Ja- 
pan. Imported fuels are being used to 
supplement dwindling reserves. The 
United Kingdom has abandoned the 
idea that coal and oil can meet her ex- 
panding requirements for electric en- 
ergy. The goal of its atomic program 
is 1,500,000 or more kilowatts by 1965. 

Such a program will place the United 
Kingdom in an excellent position to ex- 
port large power reactors. R. N. Millar, 
manager, atomic energs depariment of 
the General Electric ( 4 Ltd.. puts the 
case quite forthrightly in these words: 
“In Britain the emphasis is on large 
central stations. When the export drive 
gets under way it will be backed by 
sound practical experience in a lar = 
home market, an arenes? which will 
not be shared by Americ 

If action is not ianeenine to break 
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Atomic Energy. 


the monopoly now -nijoved by private 
industry in the large-industrial-reacto! 
program, we will not be prepared. With 
out such action the only significant 
amount of atomic electric power that 
will be available in this country in 1960 
will be from the Shippingport, Pa 
plant, the construction of which is 
largely financed by the Government. 

Last February I proposed that we 
adopt a national policy which treats 
the development of industrial atomic 
power as a matter of urgency. I recom 
mended that we establish a goal of 
2.000.000 kilowatts for the construction 
of atomic reactors, here and abroad, by 
1960. Atomic Energy Commission pro 
duction facilities today require a ca 
pacity of about 7.000.000 kilowatts. Such 
tremendous electric power requirements 
could well absorb the output of these 
reactors with only barely discernible 
effect on the cost of weapons 


Wavy to Train More Engineers 


It is of course easy to conjure up 
reasons for not undertaking such a 
program. There is always the appeal 
ing alternative of convening commit 
tees to formulate arguments for inac 
tion One such argument is that it 
would result in an unjustifiable drain 
on the nation’s limited supply of scien- 
tific and engineering manpower 


Far from decreasing the numbers of 
those trained in reactor technology. a 
program of building reactors should act 
to increase them. There is no way of 
training competent reactor engineers 
that is comparable to designing and 
building reactors. A predominant effect 
of a large and assured program of reac- 
tor construction would be an increase 
in the numbers of those attracted to 
the reactor engineering field 

\ Government program of the scope 
proposed would encourage private in 
dustry to undertake to provide services 
such as fabrication and chemical proces 
sing of reactor fuel. Private industry 
needs the assistance which a Govern- 
ment program of large reactor construc- 
tion would give 


‘The Fears of Private Industrs 


The fact that we are taking the pres- 
ent course is the result of fear: fear 
by private industry that Government 
will enter the power business as a con- 
sequence of its power reactor construc- 
tion. Irrespective of who develops it, 
when industrial atomic power becomes 
available the Government can use it to 
produce electricity, should it so desire 
In this respect nuclear power does not 
differ from power produced from con- 
ventional fuels 


The traditional role of private indus- 
try in the production of electric power 
must be preserved. But private indus- 
try is not helped by an artificial argu- 
ment which seeks to preserve industrial 
atomic power as private industry's do- 
main at the expense of the national in- 
terest as well as its own particular 
interests. 

If we are to keep our repeated and 
widely publicized promises to make 
available the benefits of atomic power 
to mankind at an early date, we must 
do more. 

In order to do this I strangly recom- 
mend that Congress enact legislation 
similar to that proposed by Senator 
Albert Gore of Tennessee znd Congress- 
man Chet Holifield of. California.

The pension bill would pro- 
vide $90-a-month payments at 
age 65 to all World War I vet- 
erans with incomes under cer- 
tain limits. 

Its cost is estimated at $367,- 
000,000 the first year, and $618,-

CHARLOTTE, N.C., July 25 (AP) 

HE American cotton textile industry—although complaining | 
T bitterly today of present and potential Japanese competition 

—hopes that its soft markets are firming up a little. | 

Longer than usual vacation shutdowns of the mills this 
summer and cutbacks in work weeks from six 
to five days should help whittle down stocks 
on hand. Production has been watched closely, 
in fact, since the February slump in sales. 

If the public’s total of spending money con-| 
tinues to increase as the population and its 
need for clothing grows, the industry will have 
a greater potential market at which to aim. 

The Japanese are only part of the 
competition for this market. The textile 
and apparel industries. will have to try hard 
to woo dollars out of American pockets for 
clothing and home furnishings. Striving just 
as hard to capture those dollars will be other industries—makers 
of household appliances, of cars, an dz*so all the service indus- 
tries peddling recreation, health, beauty and comfort. 

Industry spokesmen at present dwell mostly on the im- 
mediate problems. They emphasize that in the last 30 days four | 
mills have announced they're closing—two in New England, 
one in South Carolina and one in Virginia. 


EMPLOYMENT IS DOWN SLIGHTLY FROM LAST YEAR.

In all branches of the textile industry a little more than one! 


million workers are employed now, around a half million of 
them in cotton and synthetic fiber mills. About 1,250,000 cthers 
are working in the apparel industry. One-week vacations around 
the Fourth of July are traditional in many mills. This summer 
more than half of the mills are taking two weeks vacations 
Many, on reopening, are shaving work weeks. 

TEXTILE MEN-ARE ALSO CRITICAL OF WASHINGTON’S | 
export program, which seeks to move government-owned surplus 
cotton onto the world market at prices lower than the domestic 
mills must pay. They charge this gives foreign mills an unfair | 
cost advantage in competing for world markets as well as in 
sending cotton goods here. In partial answer, Washington prom- 
ises next month to start paying American mills a cash subsidy | 
making up the difference in cotton costs in any yardage exported 
by domestic mills. F. Sadler Love, secretary of the Ameritan 
Cotton Manufacturers Institute, says the price of cotton makes 
up 53 per cent of the operating costs of American mills, and 
wages another 27 per cent. 

He notes that the Japanese can buy American cotton for 
eight cents a pound less than can Americans because of our 
price support program, and can get Mexican cotton for even 
less. -He says the Japanese have a 10 to one advantage in wage 
costs, due to their low scales. 

ANOTHER ADVANTAGE LOVE SAYS THE JAPANESE 
textile industry enjoys is the new and more efficient equipment 
installed since the war. At the end of the war they had 2,000,000 
spindles and now have 8,000,000. Japanese textile imports here 
are about two or three per cent of total U.S. consumption. But 
what American mill owners say they are worried about was 
the rapid growth of imports from Japan last year, and their 
habit of concentrating on one product, like velveteens or ging- 
hams, and underselling ‘‘to the point of driving American mills 


out of business.” “We don't want to stop all Japanese textile 


imports,’ Love says. ‘We know this industry makes up one third 
of the Japanese economy. But we'd like to see a reasonable 
quota on their imports—holding them to a 50 per cent increase 
ver the average they imported in the years 1953 and 1954. This 
would be about 72,000,000 square yards a year.” 

THE TEXTILE INDUSTRY ESTIMATES that this year 
Japanese imports here may reach around 250,000,000 yards. They 
note that Japan’s Ministry of Finance puts exports of cotton 
textiles from that country to all others in the first half of this 


year at 626,000,000 square yards, compared with 496,000,000 in

He has consistently given the 
most rigidly traditional inter- 
pretation of the constitutional | 
provision making the legislative 
independent and co- 
ordinate. 

In his first State of the Un- 


\jon message, on Feb. 2, 1953, he 


spoke of the joint purposes of 
“the congressional leadership 
and this Administration,” giv- 
ing the Congress the preference 
in the phrase. 

Not in any vital way since 
has he deviated from this prac- 
tice. The result has heen that 
even when his personal attitude 


| has seemed one of grave urgen- 


cy he has been unwilling to 
describe any legislative proposal 
as a “must.” 

Some of those attempting in 
Congress to carry out his rec- 
ommendations have at times 
bitterly complained, in conse- 
quence, that he was not putting 
his full weight on the oar. In 
the two Congresses of his Ad- 
ministration he has been denied 
many times, while gaining oth- 
ers, but he has never altered 
his essential attitude toward the 
legislative branch. 

Similarly, he has approached 
Congress, in the purely political 
sense,’in a way vastly differ- 
ent from the approach of Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Truman. 


Only belatedly and after much 


partisan urging did he enter 
the 1954 campaign In behalf of 
Republican congressional candi- 
dates. Even then his exertions 
seemed to many of them, and 
to some disinterested observ- 
ers, to lack any great sense of 
power. The strong impression 
he left was that the task was 
not a very welcome one. 
Regretted Phrase. | 

In the course of the cam- 
paign he did suggest that the 
election of a Democratic instead 
of a Republican Congress might 
well mean a “cold war” or par- 
isan politics. Afterward, how- | 
ever, he observed with embar- 
rassment and with every sign 
of regret at a press conference 
that this phrase was rather a 
mistake. 

His record on the whole has 
been one of absolute and re- 
peated refusal to make any sort 
of denunciation of Democrats, 
in Congress or elsewhere. On 
the other hand he has on many 
occasions been more consider- 
ate of his erstwhile right-wing 
Republican enemies than of the 


—_ 


original Eisenhower Republi- 
cans who brought about his 
nomination. 


This attitude no doubt has 
been dictated by the President's 
sincere and even profound de- 
sire toward accommodating 
whatever can, without loss: of 
essential principle, be accommo- 
dated All the same, a good 
many Republicans, while not ex- 
actly in vengeful frame of mind, 
will not hesitate when and if the 
time becomes ripe to pay off 
certain scores. 

Indeed, many times. the 
President has seemed to vali- 
date the notion of outsiders that 
a swinging pendelum some- 
times operates within the ad- 
ministration. 

For another instance there is 
this fact: The President person- 
ally has maintained a scrupu- 
lously correct and _— actually 
friendly attitude toward the 
Democrats. Nevertheless, , he 
warmly praised Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon for making 
in 1954 a campaign against the 
congressional Democrats that 
they still contend amounted to 
associating their party with sub- 
version or worse 
Democrats Like Him as a Man. 


The Democrats, in spite of 
their hostility to Nixon, have 


not really transferred this sense 
of dislike to the President him- 
self Occasionally, they will 
grumble at or about the Presi- 
dent and as the campaign heats 
up they will undoubtedly pass to 
some form of limited offensive. 
Nevertheless basically and fun- 
damentally most of them like 
him as a man, even while they 
complain that he had ill-reward- 
ed them (for example by not dis- 
avowing Nixon) for their un- 


doubtedly vital assistance to 
him in many of his highest de- 
signs 

This liking does not, of 


course, alter their conviction 
that he has not been an effec- 
tive President. The most com-

Nature is 
full of contraries and contradic- 
tories; thought itself grows by 
contradiction or by dialectics;

O Years of Taking Books to People 


BARR BRANCH PUBLIC LIBRARY, WHICH IS OBSERVING ITS FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY ON SEPT. 17. 
By Mary Kimbrough 


MAGINE that today {s Sept. 
| 17, 1906. and you're standing 
in a shiny new 
the southwest corner of Jeffer- 


building on 


son and Lafayette avenues 
which nestles in a neighborhood 
of. millionaires’ mansions and 
sleek town houses. Parked at 
the door are dozens of bicycles 
and only an occasional automo- 
bile chugs cheerily by on the 
brick-paved street. Inside are 
women discreetly and _  thor- 
oughly attired from top to toe, 
men in dark, somber suits and 
celluloid collars, boys in short 
pants and long stockings and 
girls in braids and pinafores 

The building is Barr Branch 
Public Library and these per- 
sons are its new patrons. Con- 
structed witn $72,000 of a 
$1,000.000 grant from Andrew 
Carnegie, on land donated bv 
William Barr, early-day mer- 
chant, the branch reflects the 
Library Board's determination 
that if the people cant come 
after the books, the books will 
go to the people. These new 
borrowers do not realize, as 
they listen to the dedicatory ad- 
dress, that by 1956 Barr will be 
the pioneer in an extension sys- 
tem of 19 community branches, 
three bookmobiles and two spe- 
cial branches. 

Their speaker this September 
day in 1906 is Frederick W. 
Lehmann, president of the Li- 
brary Board. He is recounting 
how the St. Louis Public Li- 
brary had its start in Civil War 
davs at the insistence of Super- 
intendent of Schools Ira Divo!) 
He recalls that the library thus 
began as an integral part of 
the school system and that its 
first shelves were in the School 
Board session room at Fifth and 
Olive streets. From there it 
moved to Polytechnic Institute 
at Seventh and Chestnut streets 
and now. in 1906, it occupies 
several floors in a _ building 
owned by the Board of Educa- 
tion at Ninth and Locust streets. 

These new patrons of Barr 
Branch take a special pride in 
their new building because the 
parent library, Central, is still 
just dreaming about the huge 
stone and marble structure de- 
stined to take up the entire 
block between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets and Olive 
and Locust streets. 

But Lehmann is recounting 
more than library history. He 
is giving his audience the li- 
brary’s philosophy on the sub- 
ject of reading. Listen: 

“Many lament the amount of 
novel reading that is done. Be- 
yond a doubt, the primary pur- 
pose in much if not most of 
the reading is recreation. But 
why should it not be? Most of 
those who use the Public Li- 
brary are busy, hard-working 


“more” by 


people, who are in need of 
recreation and what can they 
get more wholesome in every 
way than good imaginative lit- 
erature” 

“But there is a constant in- 
crease in the use of other 
books. The demand for works 
of reference in every branch 
of science and in the various 
arts is growing. More novels 
are read than before but many 
books of other kinds are also 


read. And this is not the re- 
sult of compulsion. In the 
early ‘70s, the Library Board 


undertook to form the public 
taste and novels, except those 
of Dickens, Scott and Thack- 
eray and a few others, were al- 
most entirely ruled out. The 
result was that the registry of 
members and the issue of books 
fell off so seriously that at the 
election of 1875 a new board, 
pledged a change of policy, was 
chosen. 

“An effort is made to elevate 
the standard of reading but 
entirely by way of suggestion. 
If Mrs. Holmes or Mrs. South- 
worth or the Duchess is called 
for, the book is handed out 


without a word of disparage- | 


ment, but in it is placed a list 
of books which, without preach- 
ment of any kind, are recom- 
mended to the reader. This 
method was devised by Mr. 
Crunden (Frederick M. Crun- 
den. librarian) and its results 
have been most excellent. Mrs. 
Southworth has been almost 
forgotten and Mrs. Holmes and 
the others have lost their 
friends in troops.”

NEW YORK. 

HE National Education As- 

sociation already is begin- 

ning to make its plans for a 
nation-wide celebration of its 
centennial. A birthday party 
will be held nationally on 
Thursday, April 4, 1957. It has 
been ‘set so far ahead so there 
will bep lenty of time for every 
group throughout the country 
to make plans, and the associa- 
tion hopes that this is the best 
of possible dates, since it has 
tried to find a time which 
would be convenient for every- 
one. 

The N.E.A. centennial, of 
course, undertakes any number 
of events throughout the year. 
I think it should be valuable 
to every community in that it 
will afford us an opportunity to 
review education in the United 
States over the past 100 years.

WE WILL HAVE a chance to 
evaluate the position of teach- 
ers in our communities and the 
needs of education as a whole. 
None of us doubts that there is 
need for more schools, because 
most of us live in communities 
where schools already are over- 
crowded. 

How do we get these schools? 
How do we bring proper under- 
standing to our representatives 
in the state and national law- 
making bodies? 

No one will deny that this 
problem is tied to the problem 
of segregation in our schools. 
We should explore the best way 
of meeting these problems and 
of achieving the desired result 
of obedience to the Supreme 
Court ruling.

Things seldom are as simple 
as that. At another time of day, 
the man casts a shadow three 
feet long, or half of his height. 
He is twice as tall as the length

Working with a stake with 
the top three feet above the 
ground, we can obtain exact 
measurements. If the stake's 
shadow is two feet long, it is 
two-thirds of the height of the 
stake. At the same time, a 20- 
foot shadow cast by a tree will 
be two-thirds the height of the 
tree—meaning that the tree is 
30 feet high
